"When it cnme to "be an' imporhuit 
and costly oxperiineut, iiivolviii;.;' llie 
education of more tlum half tlic youth 
of the Muiiilaud, ^vo did vouluru io 
liopo that oven the presuiit Adininisti'a- 
tiou would rise above uiurc ])iuty 
palitictil consideraiious, and say, "Let 
it have, a fair tiinl. " It would now ap- 
p ear, however, tliat we had vory much 

foverratod tlioiv putiiotism. In ii pre- 
vious iwticle we doliniatud Iho (!X.tl-OUlC;- 
ly puiuful circuiustiincos surrounding 
tlio Holection of a yito for tho cxpori- 

. mental boarding seliool. Tlio reader 
is now invited to consider tho ijiu>sti(ui 
on its own merits, aU<);-;'('lher iqjarl, 
from the disagveoiiblc; associations ad- 
verted to. Is Caobe Crook a bettor 
Hite than Kamloops? The orpan of the 
GoverumBnt declares that it is;and the 
reasons given arc that it is ontheliiio of Ira- 
veland telogriiiihy. Tho oi-gan of tho Peo- 
ple' asserts that it is not, and wo prnpose 

., stating a few of tlie reasons iipou wliieli 
theassertion is based. At prosout aK<'Ii()ol 
exists at Lyttou, a second at Lillooot, a 
third at Clinton. Let the riuuler take the 
map, and ho will observe thatOaoho Creek 
is in tlie line and noighborhodd of tho ex- 
isting system of scliools. On the other 
hand, not a single school exists to the 
east of that line, altbongli the country 
coritnins the largest number of children 
and gives proause of {greater )iroKrossi<m 
than, porhaiiH, any jjortion of liritish Coi- 
ninbia. To the Okanagnn Senulkuineoii, 
Osoyoos, Crrand Prairie, North and South 
Thomp.son, Xieula \'alloy ami Hiiilleiuc- 
checne di^f riots, Kamloops bears the re- 
lations of a natnial, as is has already be- 
come the comnieroial, centre. Here, tiiou, 
•we have a sweep of the most iiia<,Mnficeut 
coimtry, over a hundred niilos each way, 
lying to the east of C'aolio Crook, 
■whicli may well bo ropru-dod as tho 

,'"gardon of Britisli Columbia,,"' haviuK al- 
ready npwarda of ono lumdred and twenty 
children of school age, without a single 
school ,'and with the jjicturesqae, beautiful 
and salubrious Kamloops as its natural 
centre. Here, at Kandoo]is, there is 
abundant building laatorial, plcuty of 
good water, no end of eioolk nt tish, nnd 
most of the necessaries of life ehoa[ier than 
at Cache Creek. Besides, ib staads on tho 

'Present highway leading into that umgni- 
ficent counti-y drained by the Thomjison 
and it tributaries, and it seems more tlinn 
probable that it will also be on the jp'oator 
Iiighway which is to bring Victoria with- 
in ten liays' travel of London. Above all, 
it is the natural cciifre of a country larger 
than Scotland, and promising soon to be- 
come the moit palpnlons and wealtliy of 
all our rural districts. If our facts be cor- 
rect, and wo fearlessly challenge success- 
ful contradiction, it will l)e aihnitteil that 
wo have made out a tolerably strong case 
for Kamloops. Comparisons are said to 
be odious; and we woiild fain have avoid- 
ed drawing a comparison between Kam- 
loGps and Cache Greek. But our duty to 
thejpublic soems to leave no choice. 
What has Cache Creek to recommend i^. ? 
Tho Government organ says: — '"Cache 
Creek is on tho lino of tlio main trunk 
road, centrally situated, ou tho direct line 
of travel, and is within reacii of telegra- 
phic communication, should it bo neces- 
sary at any time to communicate with the 
jmrents of childreJJ in case of accident or 
sickness. lvaudoop.s ]>osso.^aoa none of 
these advantages, and for this reason, if 
for no otlior, it is not nearly so woll 
adapted for tho pnri)ose referred to, as 
Cache Creek." This may bo regarded as 
the Government case. Let us see wlwt 
it amounts to; "Wo have said that Lytton, 
Lillooot and Clinton have each 
established schools. Lytton Hos ."i:! 
nules south Cache Crcol;;; IJlluoet 
about 35 miles west of it, and Clinton 2(i 
miles north of it. Tboio are no children 
of school age betwoon Cache Creek and 
the preoints of Lytton; so that .side is 
completely barren. Takin;^ a sweep of 
country half way to Ijillooot aiid more 
than half way to Clinton, and ranging 
castas far as Havana's I'crry, 21) miles, 
we find that there are 25 children, about 
one-half of whom are half-breeds. Grant- 
ed the boarding school at Cache Creek, 
whers, oh, where, would the pupils come 
from'.-' At lUDst, tho country of which it 
is thccoiiter could eoutriliato but '2'i. To 
draw puj)ils fi'oiii lieyoiid Hicm! Imnts, 
either from north, south oi' W(.'st would 
be to take them away from existing schools 
and farther from Jiome. Shall they be; 
drawn from the oonntry of which Kam 
loops is the natural center ? 

'Til clearly wrong in man or woman. 
To itoal a goOBe from off a common; 
But wlio shall plead that uuin'ii cxcuHt, 
Wlio BtflaU tbo common from tbo gooso ?" 

But hove wo not been told that Cache 
Creek has this to rocouiniend itovcr ICiua- 
loops: It is ou tho line of travel and tedc- 
grai)h, and is centrally sitiuitcd. Taldng 
the last first, wo have seen how far it is c. 
cejite.r. A-S the other two, lot us sue 
■Vfj^fcthey fire worth: Were Kamloops in 
an' inaccessible out-of-the-way place, the 
circumstance of Cnolie Creek being on 
tho lino of travel might be urged with 
some show of reason, liul, as wo have 
seen, Kamloops is on the line of travi l 
through tha very country 111.. t must fur- 
nishtho pupils, and is, therefore, vory 
much more accessible for all ])ractic!d 
purpo-ses involved.

The Alethea returned ftrouiWajy|8lerday 
morning, KOa^i, Piilmc^ii^iiin#mrts thiit 
when in lat. 45 deg. S. and 130 deg. W., 
on the 18th inat., he encountered a heavy 
gale from the B. W., with sea running 
mountains high.

In the House of Commqus this evening 
the Budget wasjjyeseixtddjjy the Chancel- 
lor of the Exchequer. The following are 
tho principal items df 'the flftancos for tho 
year ending March 31st, 1873: — Grants by 
Parliament, £71,881,000; oxpoiiditurea, 
X 70,711,000; estimated revenue, X71,B-1G- 
000; actual revenue, X7(), 008,775; present 
debt, £785,800,000; reduction of the debt 
during the year, £6,861, 000. , Eatimates 
for the year ' endiflg t Maroli Slstf, i^Jt:— 
ExpendiWr'e,'£7l,87l,()00; decrease from 
last year, notwith.standing tho enhanced 
price of coal, etc, £10,OUO; reveniio, ilVC),- 
()17,000; leaving a balance on hand at the 
end of the year of close upon £12,000,000. 

After making this flattering financial 
statement, which jiut tho House in good 
humor, Mr. Jjowo said that the Govern- 
ment had some propositions to make. It 
had to provide for the Oonova awarrl,anil 
pro])osed to pay half of tho amount out of 
the revenues of tho jirosont year, without 
tho addition of a penny to taxation. Ho 
next surprised tho House by announcing 
that tho Government was enabled to pro- 
pose a roduction of 50 per/ cent, in the 
duty on sugar, and to toke off a ppnny 
from the income tnx. TIiosb proposals, 
if adopted by Parliament, would chaiig(> 
tho estimates to tho following tigurcs: rc- 
Tonuo, £73,702,000; expenditure, £73,- 
■171,000. Thus a heavy payment would 
bo met, a largo reduction wonld bo made 
in tlie taxej,!^ aij^d ^ eatisfaqtory surplus 
shown, MrMiOwo was froqiiently cheer- 
ed while making this statoment and at 
tho (do.'^o ho ■wan apjdauded. Ho then 
moved, in accordn.noe with tJie recomuion- 
dation in the budget spoeob, that .tho in- 
come tax be rpdacpd one p^jnhy In tho 
^lound. 

Several members criticised the budget.

EASTERN STATES. 

New York, Aiiril 20— A special dispatcli 
gives additional jiarticulars of tho Slon- 
ingtoii railroad disaster. The train left 
Stonington thirty-live minutes late, and 
was running at the rate of forty miles an 
liour. As it approached Jtho bridge the 
fireman and engineer saw a watery gulf 
before them, l)ut too late to prevent tho 
disaster, or save their own lives by leap- 
ing from tlie engim-. The locomotive 
jumped tho gap (about 30 feet), and land- 
ed on the other side, plunging into tho 
bank with such force as to wreck it com- 
pletely. The engineer, Wm, Guild, when 
discovered, was between tho ilriving 
wheel and the engine, there being jnst 
(Miough of his body left to identify him. 
Fireman Eldridgo was onishod to a jelly. 
There were aboiitjSJ passenger.s und tho 
scene can be better imagined than des- 
cribed.- As the overturned lamps and 
stoves set fire to the woodwork, cries for 
assistance rent the air. Some escaped 
through tlio windows below, while many 
were puUod out of tho water. One maii. 
with his body partly out of a window, 
could extricate himself no further, and 
was calling wildly, "Oh! save me; I am 
burning to deathl" . His screams and 
moans were not heeded, and death put an 
ond to his sulTorings.
